Every instructor at 
Southwest strives to add a 
little spice to typical college 
courses by conducting pan¬ 
els, going on field trips, or 
giving their students one 
dollar bills just to see if they 
can keep up with it until the 
end of the semester.

SMCC's science curriculum 
prepares students to go on to 
senior colleges and pursue 
degrees in fields such as 
Pharmacy, Physical Therapy, 
Veterinary Medicine, and 
Medicine. 

General Biology is the 
choice of many freshmen, 
primarily those who are not 
enthralled with the scientific 
method. They learn enough 


about dissections and body 
systems to fulfill their sci¬ 
ence requirement and then 
move on. 

Others practically move 
into the Bryan Building and 
make it their second home 
because they like the atmo¬ 
sphere, as smelly as it may be 
sometimes.

Because math is an essen¬ 
tial course required for every 
major and for graduation, the 
math division at SMCC offers 
many levels of difficulty in 
order to meet the needs of the 
students. Students who are 
not quite ready for the rigors 
of College Algebra, for exam¬ 
ple, can start with elementary 
and intermediate algebra. 

However, there are stu¬ 
dents who find math enjoy¬ 
able and challenging. For 
many years, "crash calculus" 
has been offered for those 
who want to bury themselves 
in the subject. 

And for the past two years, 
a five-day-a-week class cover¬ 


ing both college algebra and 
trigonometry within one se¬ 
mester has been offered. Ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Thomas Cal¬ 
houn, head of the depart¬ 
ment, it was designed for 
math and engineering majors 
who wanted and needed an 
accelerated course. It meets at 
eight o'clock every morning. 
One student in this class said 
that she did not care about it 
being so early and that going 
to the same class every day 
helped her get to know her 
classmates better. 

So if the numbers look 
good to you, in all probability 
the total experience will be 
one of absolute value. 
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in health occupations 


Staying up until all hours 
of the night working on care 
plans, having hundreds of 
pages to read for the next 
class lecture, and giving up 
any free time in order to 
study for a test are all a big 
part of being in nursing 
school. No wonder, then, that 
when Cherry Butler, a sopho¬ 
more in the associate degree 
program, was asked why she 
returned to school to become 
a nurse, she replied that on 
her part the reason was pure 
"lunacy" 

However, Cherry and most 
of the other students do share 
a real desire to care for the 
sick and to promote and 
maintain healthiness. The 
difficult aspects plus the re¬ 
warding ones bring the 


classes together. Asked what 
he loved most about the ADN 
program, Eric Howell said, "I 
love being in the hospital 
and taking care of patients. I 
also enjoy the camaraderie of 
the class." 

The nursing program start¬ 
ed in 1975 and includes ADN 
and LPN programs. Our 
ADN program has had the 
distinction of being the only 
nursing school — communi¬ 
ty or senior college — in Mis¬ 
sissippi to have a 100% pass¬ 
ing rate on the state board 
exams. Because of this and 
the dedication of the instruc¬ 
tors and students, the pro¬ 
gram has become an out¬ 
standing and popular choice 
for aspiring nurses.

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Many students who do not 
want to attend four years of 
college opt for the two years 
required for a technical de¬ 
gree. Programs are available 
for students in fields of com¬ 
puter, programming, law en¬ 
forcement, marketing man¬ 
agement, medical records, 
and administrative support 
services. 

These students will be en¬ 
tering the work force after 
only two years of training, 
but their instructors must 
usually cram three or four 
years of training into two 
years of instruction. As a re¬ 
sult, students have to devote 


much time to their classes 
and studies. "My hands stay 
tired," said Tanji Jefferson, a 
student in beginner typing. 

Students involved in the 
technical programs are as 
diverse as the programs 
themselves. Students range 
from teenagers just out of 
high school to older students 
upgrading their skills or en¬ 
tering a new career. Though 
their situations are different, 
the skills they acquire 
through the technical pro¬ 
grams lay the foundation for 
excellent career oppor¬ 
tunities.

An increasing 
number of programs are be¬ 
ing developed and offered to 
meet the needs of both stu¬ 
dents and employers. 

The division includes pro¬ 
grams in automotive technol¬ 
ogy, residential carpentry, 
cosmetology, electrical tech¬ 
nology, heating, air condi¬ 
tioning, and refrigeration, 
diesel mechanics, machine 
shop, robotics, welding, braz¬ 
ing, and soldering, and well 
construction.

language, or reading is 
needed, students attend the 
Learning Lab set up in the 
Vocational Building and su¬ 
pervised by Jennifer Bonds. 

During the year, the Board 
of Trustees voted to authorize 
a new program in child care, 
which will be added at a later 
date and housed in the old 
Simmons Library. 

All vocational classes have 
lecture time, lab experiences, 
and a combination of both 
hands-on and mental work. 
Upon completion of their 
training, the students know 
that they are prepared for the 
job market.

The Library-Learning 
Resource Center has a wide 
variety of services to offer, 
including copy machines, 
computers, CD-ROM pro¬ 
grams, and the SIRS series for 
research.

quiet. Dorm life can be dis¬ 
tracting, so the library offers 
a place of solitude." 

A new Learning Lab now 
occupies a classroom in the 
Center. Approximately ten 
computers, installed with 
word processing software 
and tutorial programs, are 
available for students who 
want to use them. Mrs. Gwen 
May is on hand much of the 
time to offer assistance; at 
other times, the Lab is open 
for those who can operate the 
computers on their own. 

The addition of the Learn¬ 
ing Lab and the new SIRS 
program increase the Li¬ 
brary's capacity as a real cen¬ 
ter for learning and for find¬ 
ing resource material.

July, 1994 

• June 6 marked the fiftieth anniversary of D-Day. Veter¬ 
ans of the Normandy invasion returned to France for a 
re-enactment. 

• Millions of people were glued to their television sets 
watching as one of America's most famous athletes, O. J. 
Simpson, was charged with the murder of his ex-wife 
and her friend Ronald Goldman. 

•Thousands of Rwandans poured into Zaire, Africa, 
fearing retaliation after a vicious civil war. Once in 
Zaire, the Hutus were plagued by disease and died at 
the rate of one per minute. 

• The World Cup soccer tournament was played in the 
United States for the first time in its history. 

•July 25th marked the 25th anniversary of the U. S.
